District Agriculturist 
By J. S. Duncan 

Soil Drifting 
This year has started badly as 
far as wind erosion is concern- 
ed and farmers should be care- 
ful to work their land in such a 
way as to prevent further dam- 
age. This is particularly true of 
summerfallow. Don’t use disc 
type implements ‘any more tham 
you have to and when used be 
sure to do so at speeds of less 
than three and 9 half miles an 
hour to prevent-pulverizing the 
soil. The cultivator keeps straw 
and trash on the surface and 
keeps ‘the soil lumpier so it or 
other blade type implements 
should be the first choice for 
working summerfallow. If, in 
spite of this a field continues to 
blow, it may be necessary to ma- 
‘nure it or even to plant cover 
crop on it to reduce the damage. 
The most valuable part of the 
soil is the part that blows easi- 
est so it is worth preventing this 


Care of Bush Fruit 

It is time. now to start spray- 
ing cr dusting’ currants, goose- 
berries and raspberries to pre- 
vent insect damage to the fruit. 
Sprays or dusts of such insecti- 
cides as .D.T. and Malathion 
are very effective if applied 
‘properly. Be sure to get around 
the base of the plants and well 
underneath the leaves. Treat- 
ment should be repeated two or. 
three times at weekly intervals 
for best results. 


Get the Best out of Pasture 

_ Carrying capacity of pasture 
land can be reduced if it is over- 
grazed. If you can divide your 
pasture into two or three parts 
and move the cattle from one to 
the other every week or ten 
days,, it can make up to twenty- 
five percent difference in the 
carrying capacity. This may not 
lbe easy to do if water iis a prob- 
lem but it is worth going to some 
trouble to get the extra capacity. 
It won’t be long now before crop 
feeds can be put out for calves 
and this also is a highly recom- 
mended practice. ~

From Edmonton 
By Ken Mason 


EDMONTON~—More this week 
about the Alberta political situ- 
ation. 

If there’s a provincial general 
election next year — and most 
observers agree there will be — 
it will provide a number of in- 
teresting angles. 

Foremost among them. iis the 
new Election Act, which was 
passed a couple of years ago but 
doesn’t come into force until an 
election is called. The main de- 
parture in the new act is aboli- 
tion of the transferable ballot 
system in favor of the straight 
“X” ballot. 

Students of the intricacies of 
politics can have a field day 
studying the results of voting in 
past elections and determining 
what would have happened und- 
er the X system. 

As far as the next election is 
concerned, it would be impos- 
sible to base a forecast on the 
results of ‘past votes because the 
attitude of the voting public is 
the unknown factor. 

But there have been cases un- 
der the transferable ballot syst- 
em where a candidate who is 
ahead on the first count drops |. 
back and finally loses after sur- 
plus ballots of other candidates 
are distributed. With the X syst- 
em, there will be no distribution 
of surplus ballots. Whether this 
will change the balance of politi- 
cal power in Alberta is an in- 
triguing question. 


Another interesting aspect of |. 


the new election laws is the 
change in representation for Ed- 
monton and Calgary. Under the 
old act, Edmonton and Calgary 
were © multi-member 
with Edmonton electing seven 
members and Calgary six. 

In the past, the voting in the 
cities has been on the propor- 
tional representation system — 
a fantastically complicated pro-

If for no other reason, the 
change in system is warranted 
for the cities because it will 
make things easier for the vot- 
ers. Under PR, the voter is con- 
fronted with a huge ballot con- 
taining maybe 30 names, and’ if 
he marks it properly he’ll write 
the numbers 1 to 30 beside the 
names in the order of his choice. 

But the important thing about 
the old system is that the city 
members were elected for the 
city as a whole. Under the new 
setup, Edmonton ‘is. broken into 
nine ‘single-member ridings and 
Calgary into seven. This gives 
Edmonton two more members 

and Calgary one. 

Now, the reason for all this 
background is to point up the 
problem facing the government. 
Premier Manning, if he is going 
to continue running. in Edmon- 
‘ton, will have to stand for office 
in one of the nine separate rid- 
ings, and if he’s to be elected 
he’ll have to obtain a clear maj- 
ority of ballots with the X be- 
side his name. 

The problem is that Social 
Credit has drawn its least sup- 
port.from the cities. In the last 
election, Edmonton sent four Op- 
position members and three So- 
cial Crediters to the Legislature. 
' It will take the brain power of 
the best strategists in the Social 
Credit party to decide where the 
premier should run. If they 
make a poor choice, it’s conceiv- 
able that the premier might have 
’ trouble getting re-elected. 

This also presents a problem 
for the Opposition parties. As- 
suming that they'll wait until 
they know where the premier 
will run, what will their stategy 
be? Would it be wise to run their 
most powerful men against the 
premier in hope of toppling him? 
Or would it be better to give 
that up as a lost cause and run 
a weak candidate in the expecta- 
tion that he'll lose? Probably it 
will be a compromise—not the 
strongest candidate, but a good 
one who will give the premier 
a run for his money. 

We said most observers agree 
there will be an election next 
year, but there is another school 
of thought. It contends that the 


government will wait until 1960.

Edmonton Has Record 
But Not Proud of It 


EDMONTON—The city of Ed- 
monton continues to be the most 
dangerous spot. in the province 
for accidents, says the Alberta 
Safety Council. ; 

The council in its report for 
April said that 44 per cent of 
the accidents and 41 per cent of 
the injuries in the province oc- 
cutred in Edmonton. 

Alberta had 11 deaths in Ap- 
ril compared with 20 last year. 
The provincial death toll for the 
first four months of the year was 
68 compared with 49 in the com- 
parable period in 1997. 

April traffic ‘accidents totall- 
ed 1,523 compared with 1,307 
last year. Injuries totalled 346 
against 312 a year ago. 

Medicine Hat’s string of death- 
less days continues with only 6 
accidents in April compared with 
19 in April, 1957.
